‘Politicians have biased 

views’ claims GEM reader 


S EVERAL of our 
elected politicians 
have been quick to 
express their biased views 
on the latest proposals to 
merge councils. 

Surely, councillors have a 
conflict of interest in the matter 
and it will be impossible for the 
Welsh Government to influence 
them after failing the first time 
around. Perhaps the public, who 
pay the bill, should have a say. 

Vale councillors tell us that it 
is the top performing council, 
suggesting it should be immune 
from change, but Wales has too 


many councils and far too many 
councillors who cost about £22 
million each year, so some 
pruning is required, rather than 
continually cutting services. 

During the last attempt on 
mergers, I compared Scotland and 
Wales to view the bigger picture 
and to add some evidence to the 
debate. 

Scotland had a population of 
5.3m people with 1,223 
councillors. Wales is a lot smaller 
with 3.1m people, but we have 
more councillors, 1,254 the last 
time I looked. Scotland averaged 
4,334 people for each councillor, 
Wales just 2,472. 

One option put forward by the

Welsh Government is for 10 
councils in Wales and that could 
reduce the number of councillors 
by about 500 plus. In 2014,1 
estimated that would equate to a 
saving of more than £llm every 
year in salaries for councillors. 

Add to that a reduction of 12 
chief executives, their support 
and their management teams, and 
it is not difficult to see the 
potential for massive savings 
recurring each year. 

Do we really need 22 councils 
in Wales and 47 councillors in 
our local council?

technical, medical, scientific and legal evidence and 
still granted the incinerator its permit to operate. 

Now the Vale Council is the authority that can 
stop the incinerator. We are not asking the council to 
take our word over the word of the incinerator 
owners. All we are asking is that the council upholds 
the laws of the land. 

The incinerator owners have repeatedly breached 
the regulations in the construction of their plant. 
They are working late at night, keeping local 
residents awake with the noise. The council has 
received hundreds of complaints... but they have 
chosen not to act and stop this. 

The incinerator is currently burning fuel, which is 
another breach of planning conditions at this 
‘construction phase’ of the project. Again, the 
council could enforce the law and stop this, but they 
are choosing not to. 

The council could also instruct NRW to block the 
commissioning phase of the project until the 
planning consents (including an EIA 
Environmental Impact Assessment) are in place. 

But so far, the council has chosen not to do any of 
this. Why are they delaying at this critical time for 
Barry’s future? The whole town is watching to see if 
the council will do the right thing in time.

The GEM gave the Vale Council an opportunity to 
respond to the points made in the letter. It explained 
its current position was outlined in a statement it 
made on March 16: 

The Vale Council’s Shared Regulatory Services 
(SRS) will continue to regulate matters relating to 
nuisance from activities not covered in the permit, 
such as light pollution and construction noise. 

Following consultation with NRW and the 
operator, the council is not aware of any evidence to 
suggest the plant’s emissions are a cause for public 
health concern. 

However, in an effort to reassure residents, the 
council will acquire and install automated air 
quality monitoring sensors at specific locations 
around the biomass facility as soon as possible. 

Any residents who are affected by light pollution 
or construction noise at night should contact SRS on 
0300 123 66 96 (during office hours) or 
ClV@valeofglamorgan.gov.uk. 

The council’s planning enforcement team is also 
continuing to monitor the works and operations 
being carried out at the site. 

To date, it has not been appropriate to take any 
formal action. The council is currently considering 
an application relating to afire tank, building and 
relocation of parking at the plant.

and will be reported to planning committee for 
determination in due course. 

The council will continue to pay close attention to 
the situation and should it be necessary, swift 
enforcement action will be taken. 

Welsh Government has advised they are minded to 
direct that the planning application should be 
accompanied by an Environmental Impact 
Assessment (EIA). 

The council is currently awaiting the outcome of 
discussions between Welsh Government and the 
applicant over the requirement for this, a situation 
which has delayed the decision-making process. 

If Welsh Government indicates an EIA is required, 
it will be necessary for the applicant to undertake 
and prepare an environmental statement. 

A full consultation process would then follow 
before any recommendation is made to the planning 
committee. 

In addition to the statement of March 16, the 
council told The GEM that now that the licence had 
been granted the operation of the plant will be a 
matter for the NRW, with very little involvement 
from the council. 

The council said it is not correct to say the 
operators have “repeatedly breached” anything. The 
council said they are not in breach of planning 
legislation or permissions for the construction. 

The Vale Council emphasised that they cannot 
‘direct’ NRW to do anything, pointing out that it is 
an independent organisation operating under its own 
legislation.

Sully field won’t 
be designated 
‘village green’ 


AN application to 
register Sully Sports 
Field as a village 
green has been 
rejected. 

The application was 
made jointly by Sully 
and Lavernock 

Community Council and 
the Saving Sully Group. 

The four-day inquiry 
was held earlier this year 
and gave interested 
parties the opportunity to 
submit evidence in 
favour or against the 
application. 

The planning 

inspector, Mr James T 
Marwick, concluded: 
“My overall conclusion 
is the application must 
fail because a significant 
number of local 
inhabitants have not 
indulged in lawful sports 
and pastimes during the 
relevant 20-year period, 
and further that any 
claimed user in any event 
was not ‘as of right’ but, 
on the contrary, by 
‘implied permission’.” 

The inspector said key 
aspects of the evidence 
of Sully Sports and 
Social Club secretary 
Fred Johnson “were 
consistent with the 
balance of evidence 
presented to the inquiry”. 

The club had objected 
to the application and Mr 
Johnson told The GEM: 
“The crux of their (the 
applicants) argument was 
that people within the 


village of Sully use our 
sports pitches for 
walking their dogs or any 
other recreational 
activity they wish. 

“We are extremely 
pleased that the village 
green application has 
been thwarted and 
stopped dead in its tracks 
and common sense has 
prevailed. We would like 
to reiterate our thanks to 
all those who attended 
the enquiry. 

“We would remind all 
dog owners that they 
should stick to the public 
footpath and not allow 
their dogs onto our land. 
We do this to protect our 
sportsmen, sportswomen 
and particularly our 
young children who train 
regularly on our sports 
grounds.” 

Mr Chris Tatt, who is a 
member of the Saving 
Sully Group, and serves 
on the community 
council, said it was a 
disappointing decision 
because the group had 
put a great deal of work 
into assembling evidence 
with 80 witnesses ready 
to speak - in the end 
around 20 were called. 

He explained that 
there was no right of 
appeal but added that 
people with legal 
knowledge in the Saving 
Sully Group were 
examining whether there 
were any other options to 
pursue. 


PARENTS INTEND TO FIGHT TO 
KEEP THEIR VILLAGE SCHOOL 


PARENTS and villagers in Llancarfan are 
planning an energetic and high-profile 
campaign to oppose Vale Council 
proposals to move pupils to a new school 
in Rhoose. 

Under the plan, Llancarfan Primary School would 
close and staff and pupils would move to a new 
school that will be built in Rhoose and will have a 
capacity about double of the village school. 

The campaign was unofficially launched at the 
annual duck race, which took place after school last 
Thursday (March 29). 

Banners opposing the plan have appeared in the 
village, and more have been ordered by residents 
who want to get involved. 

A letter writing campaign to politicians and 
education official is also now in full swing, and a 
petition is circulating too. 

The Vale Council announced its proposal in 
January, and a period of consultation has begun. 

In the meantime, villagers have been taking it in 
and are determined to highlight the damage closure 
would do to the community. 

Spokesman Matt Valencia said: “After an initial 
period of shocked torpor, the community is getting 
its act together - as evidenced by the very full hall 
for last week’s meeting, with almost all voices 
strongly opposed to the Vale Council’s plans. 

“The campaign to save the school will be robust. 
The big ‘Save Llancarfan School’ banner hanging in 
the village is just the start.” 

He continued: “One of the main things we’re 
focusing on is damage - and collateral damage - to 
the community of the school closure.” 

He said that the council’s ‘community impact 
assessment’ had been completely inadequate. 

He said: “No one from the community council or 
from elsewhere in the community - societies, the 
pub, the after-school club, etc etc - has been 
interviewed to feed into that assessment.” 

Harry Lewis, the managing director of the village 
pub, The Lox and Hounds, said: “The community 
has the full support of The Lox. The village school is 
at the core of the community and its values. 

“The Lox has worked hard and, indeed, gone 
through a period of change, in an effort to reflect 
those values and the community ethos. It would be 



sad, painful and wrong to lose such a key component 
of the village.” 

Mr Valencia added that the community was 
unhappy at the council’s attempt to frame the 
narrative as a “migration to a super school”, rather 
than a closure. 

He said that there was great annoyance at the fact 
that the first the residents had heard of it was when 
they read it in the press. 

One part of the argument that is not going to go 
away is that, at the moment Llancarfan is a feeder 
school for Cowbridge Comprehensive, while the 
new school in Rhoose would feed into Llantwit 
Major or Barry. 

The GEM understands that the Vale Council has 
sought to reassure locals that pupils already in 
Llancarfan Primary will have places reserved for 
them at Cowbridge Comprehensive. 

However, parents of pupils in Llancarfan think 
that circumstances could change, and are presently 
unconvinced. 

Cllr Bob Penrose, the Vale Council Cabinet 
Member for Learning and Culture, said: “We are 
currently conducting a consultation exercise over 
proposals for a £4 million investment that would see 
Llancarfan Primary School move into a new state-

Operation Eagle 
targets rogue 
traders in Vale 


SOUTH Wales 
Police officers and 
PCSOs joined 
forces with Trading

“Operation Eagle was 
designed to disrupt any 
criminals travelling on 
the roads and to 
specifically target rogue 
traders and criminals 
who commit doorstep 
crime. 

“These criminals will 


prey on the elderly and 
vulnerable people in our 
communities by cold 
calling at their homes, 
gaining their trust and 
then stealing their 
money. 

“Alternatively, some 
rogue traders will cold 
call at a home, and then 
pressure the vulnerable 
homeowner to hand 
over their money for 
shoddy or unnecessary 
house repairs.” 

“As part of today’s 
operation we also gave 
out leaflets about 
uninvited traders, 
nuisance callers and 
safe driving, and 
officers gave suitable 
advice to a number of 
drivers who were pulled 
over. We would like to 
ask the public to be 
vigilant and to report 
any unusual or 
suspicious behaviour.”

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YouGov poll finds 
‘local news reliable’ 


L OCAL press in print and digital 
is the most trusted source for 
local news and information, way 
ahead of search engines and social 
media, according to new YouGov 
research published for the first time. 

Commissioned by Local Media Works, the 
research found that local newspapers in print and 
digital are trusted three times more for local news 
and information than social media platforms such 
as Facebook and Linkedln. 

Local newspapers, which are read by 42 
million British adults in print and digital, scored 
highest for trust with 74 per cent of respondents 
agreeing that they trusted the news and 
information in their local newspaper. 

Local papers are the most trusted of all the 
other sources, coming ahead of local commercial 
TV and local commercial radio (both 73 per cent), 
search engines (43 per cent), social media (22 per 
cent) and other websites (39 per cent). 

Craig Nay man, Local Media Works chairman, 
^aid: “This survey provides yet more compelling 


evidence of a resurgence of trust in traditional 
media outlets, with local media leading the way, 
as the public become increasingly aware of the 
dangers associated with social platforms and fake 
news. 

“In the current climate, trust is at a premium 
and advertisers large and small must recognise the 
clear advantages of partnering with local media in 
order to communicate with their audiences in a 
safe, trusted, and highly effective environment.” 

Justin Marshall, associate director, YouGov - 
Digital, Media and Technology Sector, said: “As 
shown in the data from this research, trust in 
social media as a source of news is particularly 
low, followed by general internet searches, 
whereas trust in established news brands is far 
greater.” 

The YouGov findings echo those of the recent 
Edelman Trust Barometer 2018 which found that 
trust in traditional media in the UK is at its 
highest level in six years (up 13 points to 61 per 
cent), while trust in social platforms has dropped 
to 24 per cent and trust in search engines has 
dropped to 47 per cent. j

A HOSPITAL visit 
had an unexpected 
outcome when 

Llantwit Major 

World War Two 
veteran Alf Jackson 
(97) paid a visit to 
Foxy’s Deli in 
Penarth for lunch, 
after a check-up at 
Llandough 
Hospital. 

The eagle-eyed former 
Desert Rat spotted a 
piano half hidden behind 
a notice board and 
couldn’t resist the 
temptation to give it a 
quick tinkle. 

Foxy’s Deli owner 
Sian Fox was delighted 
to hear the cafe piano 
being played. 

“I couldn’t resist 
asking him if he’d like to 
come and play for 
longer,” she said. 

Having learned to play 
piano as a youngster, Alf 
entertained his fellow 
comrades-in-arms on the 
accordion while serving 
in North Africa under 
Field Marshal 

Montgomery. 

Later in Italy, he and 
another soldier had 
picked up two first-class 
Italian accordions in 
Castelfidardo, the home 
of Italian accordion¬ 
making, and it was this 
Settimio Soprani 

accordion that started 
him as a semi- 
professional entertainer 
once he returned home in 
1946. 


From playing 

accordion in a dance 
band, Alf progressed to 
owning one of the first 
electric organs in the 
1950s and with a 
drummer, played for 
weddings and at work 
clubs every weekend for 
15 or so years. 

Now very close to 
reaching his century, Alf 
is still both mentally and 
physically agile and 
plays his Baldwin theatre 
organ or his electronic 
keyboard for almost an 
hour every day. 

“It seems to be 
keeping my brain alive!” 
he said. 

In 2010, as a birthday 
surprise, Alf was 
whisked up to Blackpool, 
where he was allowed to 
play the mighty 
Wurlitzer in the famous 
Tower Ballroom. 

Since that first 
meeting, Alf has been 
back twice to the cafe, at 
Royal Buildings, Victoria 
Road, opposite Penarth 
Station, and played a 
one-hour afternoon set of 
musical standards from 
the ‘30s, ‘40s and ‘50s to 
the delight of the 
afternoon customers.

NATURAL 
Resources Wales 
(NRW) has 
revealed that 
sample results of 
dredged material 
from the Bristol 
Channel, which are 
set for disposal in 
Welsh waters, 
demonstrate it is 
safe. 

In November 2016, 
the Vale Council 
contacted the Welsh 
Government to express 
its concern about the 
material being deposited 
in the sea at ‘Cardiff 
Grounds’ not far off 
Penarth. 

NRW said it had 
completed its 
assessment of the 
sample results of the 
dredged material. 

Analysis by 
independent experts 
found the chemical and 
radiological results were 
within acceptable, safe 
limits. 

The source of the 
sediment is the 
construction site of the 
Hinkley Point C power 
station off the Somerset 
coast and it will be put 
into a disposal site off 
the south Wales coast. 

The analysis of the 
sediment was carried 
out by the Centre for 
Environment, Fisheries 
and Aquaculture Science 
(Cefas). 

The results were 
assessed by NRW’s 
radiological experts in 
consultation with Public 
Health Wales. 

John Wheadon of 
NRW said: “Our seas 
are home to valuable 
wildlife and habitats and 
are important to our 
well-being and 
economy. 

“It’s our job to make 
sure activities do not 
harm these vital marine 
environments. 

“The sediment from 


the dredge sites has 
been tested thoroughly 
by independent experts. 

“We are satisfied 
there is no risk to people 
or the environment and 
the material is safe for 
disposal.” 

The work will be 
carried out by NNB 
GenCo, which was 
given a marine licence 
by NRW for the dis¬ 
posal of dredged 
material in 2014. 

A condition in the 
licence required NNB 
GenCo to test samples 
of the sea bed sediment 
at the proposed dredging 
sites for harmful 
chemicals and 
radiological materials 
before any disposal 
could take place. 

NRW also asked 
Cefas to carry out a 
radiation dose analysis 
from deeper sediment 
samples taken in 2009, 
as well the recent 
samples, and the results 
show the material is not 
harmful. 

But Cllr Vincent 
Bailey, who chairs the 
environment and 
regeneration scrutiny 
committee on the Vale 
Council, said he was not 
reassured. 

“We considered this 
in committee a few 
months ago and I 
remain as concerned 
today as I was then 
despite this statement 
from NRW. 

“It is very disap¬ 
pointing that no effort 
has been made to dump 
this potentially radio¬ 
active mud away from 
the Vale coast and like 
many people I'm starting 
to lose faith in Natural 
Resources Wales itself.”

T HIS book by 
Dan Spencer 
explores, as 
the title may 
suggest, the role of 
the castle in 
warfare in England 
and Wales, focusing 
on the period from 
the Norman 
Conquest to the 
reign of Henry 
Vlll. 

Previous authors have 
tended to concentrate on 
the architecture of 
castles and on 
establishing a narrative 
of how castles changed 
throughout the Middle 
Ages, which can be 
characterised as their 
‘rise and fall’. 

Instead, this book 
adopts a new approach 
by discussing castles in 
relation to the military 
history of medieval 


England and Wales, with

Government’s Land 


Transaction Tax is set to 
impose a charge of 6 per 
cent on non-re sidential 
sales over £1 million 
affecting as much as 79 
per cent of new 
commercial 
developments. 

In recent years, the 
south Wales economy 
has been boosted by 
developments, including 
Cardiff Central Square 
and Aston Martin in the 
Vale, but similar deals in 
future would now be 
subject to the tax. 

The Scottish 

Government has recently 
introduced a similar tax 
of just 4.5 per cent, 
which has been credited 
with the renaissance of 
Scotland’s commercial 
property sector. 

The tax in England - 
at 5 per cent - is also 
lower than the rate set to 


come into force in Wales. 

Mr Davies has 
expressed grave concerns 
at the detrimental impact 
this would have on 
attracting investment as 
well as impeding job 
creation in the area. 

He has written to 
cabinet secretary for 
finance, Mark Drakeford, 
calling on him to think 
again. 

Mr Davies said: 
“Many in the commercial 
property sector are 
deeply worried by the 
impacts this new tax will 
have on the local 
economy. 

“Developments such 
as Central Square will 
revitalise Cardiff - as 
will Aston Martin in the 
Vale - but there are fears 
similar schemes in future 
could be unviable if 
investors are put off by 
the higher tax here. 

“We all know the 
importance of creating 
jobs in the area, but if we 
cannot attract 

investment, this will be 
increasingly difficult. 

“The cabinet secretary 
needs to think again and 
scrap the plans to show 
Wales is open for 
business.”

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GWCT heralds success of the Big Farmland Bird Count 


A RECORD- 
breaking number 
of farmers took 
part in the fifth 
successive Big 
Farmland Bird 
Count (BFBC). 

Results show more 
than 1,000 farmers 
recorded 121 species 
across 950,000 acres 
during the Game & 
Wildlife Conservation 
Trust (GWCT)-led 
count, which took place 
between February 9-18. 

A total of 25 red- 
listed species - those 
most in danger - were 
recorded, with five 
appearing in the 25 
most commonly seen 
species list. These 
include fieldfares, 
starlings, house 
sparrows, song thrushes 
and yellowhammers. 

The most plentiful of 
these were fieldfares 
and starlings, which 
were seen on nearly 40 


per cent of the farms 
taking part. 

The five most 
abundant birds spotted 
were starlings, 
woodpigeons, 
fieldfares, rooks and 
chaffinches. A total of 
99,712 were found, 
making up nearly 50 per 
cent of the total number 
of birds recorded - a 
pattern similar in 
previous counts. 

Organiser of the 
BFBC, Jim Egan, says 
he’s delighted that more 
than 1,000 farmers took 
part this year, and 2,500 
different farmers 
involved since the count 
began in 2014, is 
fantastic,” said Jim. 

“We can also see 
from the data collated 
that 50 per cent of 
farmers have been 
helping farmland birds 
in the recent cold snap. 
This is critical in getting 
farmland birds, 
particularly those on the 



red list, through the 
winter so they are fit 
and healthy to breed in 
the spring. Our research 
at the Allerton Project 
clearly demonstrates the 
benefits of winter 
feeding.” 

Jim also commented: 
“It’s great to know that 
many farmers will also 
now be providing 
insect-rich habitat to 
help provide for 
breeding birds through 
the spring and summer 
months.” 

Mike Green, 
environmental and 
stewardship manager at 
BASF, the main sponsor 
of the BFBC, said: “The 
Big Farmland Bird 
Count 2018 has once 
again shown the 
interest, skill and 
passion of farmers to 


record the bird 
biodiversity they 
support on their 
farmland, with some in 
their fifth year of taking 
part, so very well done 
to them. This year’s 
data confirms, again, 
that a wide variety of 
bird species, including 
some red-listers, are 
using the full range of 
habitats available on 
farm, and great to see 
some of those that use 
gardens being recorded 
on farms too.” 

Farmers from every 
county in England took 
part and there were also 
responses from 
Northern Ireland, 
Scotland and Wales, as 
well as 32 farmers from 
Austria. 

Newly-elected 
National farmers’ Union 


(NFU) president 
Minette Batters said: 
“The event highlights 
how farmers balance 
food production and the 
excellent conservation 
work being undertaken 
on farms across the 
country. 

“Over the past four 
decades, farmers have 
carried out a huge 
amount of work to 
encourage wildlife and 
are responsible for 
protecting, maintaining 
and enhancing 70 per 
cent of the nation’s 
iconic countryside.” 

The survey areas 
included important 
environmental features 
such as hedges, 
woodland ponds, grass 
margins, ditches and 
trees. Most survey sites 
were next to winter

harshness of the real 
world by entering a 


virtual universe called 
the OASIS, where you 
can do anything you 
like. 

When the OASIS’ 
creator, James Halliday 
(Mark Rylance) dies, he 
bequeaths his huge 
fortune and control of 
the OASIS to the 
winner of a competition 
designed to find a 
worthy heir. Wade, 
along with a group of 
people he befriends 
through the OASIS, 
soon find themselves in 
danger when their 
progress in the 
competition draws the 
attentions of Nolan 
Sorrento (Ben 
Mendehlson), who has 
his own designs on 
OASIS... 

In 1993, Steven 
Spielberg achieved an 
exceptional feat - he 


released Jurassic Park 
and Schindler’s List. 
The kind of double 
whammy that most 
directors struggle to 
achieve in their careers, 
Spielberg managed in 
just a couple of months. 

Why is this 
pertinent? Because 
while that pair of films 
are pretty much beyond 
compare, what 
Spielberg has done in 
2017 isn’t far behind, 
The Post was Oscar- 
nominated and an 
incredibly well-told 
story - and Ready 
Player One ? Well, this 
is the sort of bravura, 
majestic and sweeping 
film that Spielberg 
excels at, and it makes 
for a relentlessly 
engaging piece of work 
for the filmmaker.

Ernest Cline’s book, nor

role going, yet here the 
gifted actor is allowed a 
strong character to

The Potted Garden in April 

The sweet taste of Summer 


S PRING is finally here 
and it’s time to start 
thinking about 
planting for the summer - 
and perhaps even giving 
fruit growing a go! 

Of all the popular summer 
fruits, strawberries are one of 
the easiest to grow in 
containers and you can grow 
them on a patio, balcony, 
windowsill or even in a 
hanging basket. 

Strawberries are compact 
plants, so even gardeners with 
limited space can have a few 
pots on the go positioned close 
to the kitchen or outdoor 
seating area for convenience. 
By growing them in pots you 
can provide strawberries with 
the perfect conditions - rich, 
fertile, well draining soil in a 
sunny position and as they are 
growing off the ground they 
are less likely to suffer from 
disease or damage by pests. 

There are two types of 
strawberries you can go for - 
summer-fruiting varieties or 
perpetual strawberries. 
Summer-fruiting are the 
largest and most popular. They 
have a short by heavy cropping 
period over two to three weeks 
any time from early to mid¬ 


summer. 

Perpetual strawberries 
produce smaller crops of fruits 
from early summer to early 
autumn. The crops are not as 
heavy as the summer-fruiting 
ones and the fruits are smaller 
in size. 

You can grow strawberries 
in a variety of different 
containers, but the advantage 
of growing them in a 
strawberry planter - an urn 
shaped pot with pocket holes 
down the side - is that they 
look attractive, a good sized 
pot holds a fair number of 
plants and they produce the 
highest yield. 

You will need one plant per 
side opening and three or 
four for the top (if you are 
growing strawberries in an 
ordinary container then just 
three or four plants will do). 
Fill the bottom of the pot with 
compost that contains a slow 
release fertiliser and continue 
to fill the container as you plug 
each hole with a strawberry 
plant, lightly patting the plant 
into the soil as you fill. Finish 
off your strawberry planter 
with the three to four plants on 
top. 

Make sure your containers 
get at least six to eight hours of 
sun so that you will get plenty 


of flowers and fruits and if the 
sunlight is coming from only 
one direction, rotate the 
container every three to four 
days if possible. 

Water your strawberries 
whenever the soil feels dry 
about an inch below the 
surface, and when there are 
long periods of hot, dry 
weather you may need to water 
daily. 

If pots and containers are 
just part of your outside space 
then here are some gardening 
tips for this month from the 
RHS (Royal Horticultural 
Society). 

1. Tie back climbing and 
rambling roses; 

2. Keep an eye out for pests 
and keep weeds under control; 

3. Start feeding plants in the 
garden from now to the end of 
the summer; 

4. Sow seeds directly into the 
soil so they can flower in the 
summer; 

5. Sow vegetable seeds 
directly into prepared beds; 

6. Plant summer flowering 
bulbs; 

7. Sow new lawns or repair 
bare patches; 

8. Prune shrubs and trees; 

9. Apply mulch or manure to 
flower beds and pots; 

10. Prepare hanging baskets.

PLANNING THOSE GARDEN JOBS... 
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T HERE are a 
few jobs you 
can do to help 
maintain your 
garden ready for 
the arrival of the 
warmer months.

Perhaps better to pop 
on the kettle, put your 
feet up and plan the jobs 
to do as you make 
yourself another brew

Planting trees and 

shrubs creates a more 

attractive garden, and is a 
great way to fill a gap, 
provide privacy and 

screen sights and sounds 
from next door. 

But before you get 
carried away, remember 
that roots often extend to 
distances in excess of the 
height of the tree and 
they can take moisture 
from the soil. So before 
you start planting, here 
are some practical tips to 
help reduce the risk of 
potential damage and 
help you prepare your 


garden for Spring: 

If the soil is clay, new 
planting may cause it to 
shrink, while removing 
existing trees and shrubs 
may make it swell. 
Therefore, plant news 
trees away from your 
home. Find out how tall 
the mature tree will be 
and make sure it is 
positioned by a factor of 
at least 1.25 of this 
measurement from the 
house. 

If you’re planning to 
grow your own fruit, 
order your fruit trees now 
ready for planting in the 
spring and continue 
planting trees and shrubs 
while they are still

dormant. 

If you have any slimy 
patches on your paving 
and patio, remove them 
by scrubbing with a 
broom or blasting with a 
pressure washer. Also, 
wash empty pots by 
scrubbing them with hot 
water and a mild 
detergent before rinsing 
them well afterwards. 

Avoid planting 

climbers such as ivy and 
Virginia Creeper against 
house walls, as they hold 
on using suckers, twining 
tendrils or aerial roots 
which could damage 
mortar and may cause 
damp. Plant these at least 
three metres (10 feet in 
old money) away from 
your home. 


Before cutting down 
or pruning a mature tree, 
check with your local 
authority to make sure 
that it is not protected by 
planning conditions, 
conservation area 

restrictions or a Tree 
Preservation Order. 

Allow enough room 
for trunks and large roots 
to grow safely. Be 
particularly careful if 
planting near drains or 
lightweight structures. 

Although you do not 
need to, when planting 
new trees in your garden 
that will also be near you 
neighbour’s house, be 
considerate and ask your 
neighbour if this is okay, 
as you could be liable for 
the cost of repair if the 


trees you plant cause 
damage to their home. 

Regular pruning of 
fast growing, thirsty trees 
such as Leyland Cypress, 
will help to reduce the 
amount of water taken 
from the soil. 

If you haven’t one 
already, consider 

purchasing a water butt 
ready for the summer. 

Rainwater is 

particularly useful for 
watering acid-loving, 
ericaceous plants as 
opposed to tap water 
which is often slightly 
alkaline.

Groups can 
benefit 
from new 
grant aid 


COMMUNITIES, 
social enterprises 
and groups across 
the Vale will benefit 
from a new pot of 
funding, thanks to 
a new grant fund 
from the Vale 
Council.

Progress made on White Farm 


BUILDING developer 

Persimmon has agreed to carry 
out improvements to the White 
Farm estate following talks 
with the Vale’s MP Alun Cairns 
and local councillors. 

Residents had approached Mr 
Cairns and councillors to express their 
concerns regarding the poor state of 
roads and pavements. 

They claimed that since 2013, there 
had been numerous issues regarding 
the standard of roads, gardens 
flooding, and a surface depression on 
the main access road. 

Residents also complained of 
crumbling roads, speed bumps; and a 
lack of road signs, dog bins and 
children’s play areas on the estate. 

Mr Cairns liaised with local 
councillors Leighton Rowlands and 
Vincent Bailey, and Persimmon to 
resolve the issues. 

The developer has now agreed to 
take responsibility for any highway 
defects around the estate and make all 
the necessary repairs including the 
surface problem on the access road. 


Mr Cairns said: “A number of 
residents from White Farm have raised 
concerns not only with me, but also 
Dyfan councillors Leighton Rowlands 
and Vincent Bailey. 

“It’s important that when 
homeowners purchase their home, they 
don’t have to worry about issues like 
these that are not their responsibility. 

“The roads around White Farm 
remain under the ownership of 
Persimmon and the maintenance of the 
road is still their responsibility. 

“That’s why we approached 
Persimmon and worked with them on 
the improvements that needed to be 
done and I’m happy that they have 
agreed to do this and will start work in 
the near future.” 

In a letter to White Farm residents, 
Dyfan councillors Vincent Bailey and 
Leighton Rowlands said: “It’s a relief 
to see Persimmon giving ground at last 
and we are grateful to Alun Cairns for 
mediating these talks.” 

Persimmon will advise residents and 
Mr Cairns soon on the completion date 
for the works.

ASTRONOMY CORNER BY DAVE POWELL 
OF BARRY ASTRONOMICAL SOCIETY 


IN April, the Plough 
will be overhead and 
the two stars known 
as the ‘pointers’ show 
where the Pole star 
lies; strangely enough 
it lies below the 
pointers, roughly half 
way towards the 
northern horizon. 

But let us look at the 
handle of the Plough. 
After the top right-hand 
star of the bowl we find 
three stars that form the 
‘handle’. Look carefully 
at the middle star, you 
should see two stars 
close together. 

These are called 
Mizar and Alcor - this is 
a good example of a 
double star. If you can 
only see one, use 
binoculars and you will 
be able to see the two 
stars clearly. This is a 
system where the two 
stars orbit each other.

AT this week’s 
meeting, members 
of Barry Men’s 
Forum were 
entertained by 
Aldon Grisedale the 
local historian and 
proprietor of Copy 
It, on Holton Road, 
Barry. 

The meeting was 
based on the theme of a 
walk around Barry 
starting and returning in 
an anti-clockwise 
direction. 

Aldon began with 
how the town of Barry 
was created in the late 
19th century from the 
merger of the 
settlements of Merthyr 
Dyfan, Cadoxton and 
Barry, due to the growth 
of the South Wales 
coalfield. 

He then delved into 
the little-known history 
of Porthkerry and the 
Roman settlement at 
Cold Knap, followed by 
a tour of Barry Island 
which focused on the 
ruins of a chapel 
dedicated to St Baruc, 
then onto Barry Docks. 

This was followed by 
a tour of Cadoxton, 
listing places of great 
interest such as the 
ancient church 
dedicated to St Cadoc, 
known by locals as the 
Old Village Church, 
before a brief history of 
Cassy Common and the 
old Court and its Dove 
Cot on Mount Pleasant, 
one of only three known 
examples in Wales. 

Unfortunately very 
little is recorded of early 
Welsh history. In 
England they have the 
Domesday Book of 
1086 created by King 
William (the 
Conquerer). 

The talk ended with a 
tour of Merthyr Dyfan 
and the historic church 
of St Dyfan and St Teilo 
in Merthyr Dyfan Lane. 
This church is on one of 
the oldest Christian sites 
in Britain. 

Barry Men’s Forum 
meets every Thursday at 
Holy Trinity Church in 
the hall on Aberystwyth 
Crescent, at 10am for 
refreshments prior to a 
speaker. Next week it 
will be presented by 
Brian Trego, whose 
subject is ‘Marrakesh to 
the Sahara.’

IN 2018 the Royal 
Air Force will be 
100 years old, 
having been formed 
on April 1, 1918 
through the 

amalgamation of 
the Royal Naval Air 
Service and the 
Royal Flying Corps; 
the first commander 
of the new 
organisation was 
Major General 
Hugh Trenchard. 

The Wales, Midland 
and south western area of

EMPLOYMENT in 
south east Wales is 
set to increase by 
more than 29,000 
jobs between 2014 
and 2024, according 
to figures 

highlighted in

School in Newport. 

The Spotlight report - 


an online resource

Innovation Partnership 
(LSkIP) and Welsh 

Government’s Regional 
Labour Market 

Intelligence Report. 

In the report, five key 
sectors have been 

highlighted to experience 
the greatest demand for 
jobs and skills. These 

sectors are: ICT, 

advanced materials and 
manufacturing, financial 


and professional 

services, construction 
and human foundational 
economy (which 

includes health, social 
care and education). 

The finance and 
insurance sector is likely 
to have the greatest 
percentage growth 
between 2014 and 2024, 
of around 19.5 per cent. 

A key theme 
throughout the report is 
the rising demand for 
digital skills across all 
sectors. According to the 
Spotlight, more than 
1,000 new growth jobs in 
the ICT sector are 
forecast by 2024 for the 


region. The report states 
that new technology, 
such as artificial 
intelligence, driverless 
vehicles, 3D printing, 
robotics and automation 
will also continue to 
change the future of 
work and skills. 

While there a number 
of factors that will 
contribute to the growth 
in these sectors, the 
report identifies three 
contributory factors. The 
Cardiff Capital Region 
City Deal, a £1.2 billion 
investment in south east 
Wales, is expected to 
provide up to 25,000 new 
jobs within the region.

Barry RFC’s gameplan is

BARRY RFC 
entertained fellow 
promotion 
contenders Gilfach 
Goch at the 
Reservoir Field last 
Saturday and came 
off second best as 
the visitors secured 
the win by 32 points 
to 18. 

Having to make 
further changes again 
due to injuries, Barry 
were going to need to be 
at their best to get 
something from the game 
which was played on a 
heavy pitch. 

The opening minutes 
saw Barry kicking for 
territory while their 
opponents opted to run 
the ball and attack from 
deep. 

The latter tactic 
proved to be more 
successful and, after only 
six minutes of the game, 
earned them the first 


score of the game from a 
quick tap penalty which 
took Barry by surprise. 
They crossed under the 
posts with the easy kick 
giving them a seven 
point lead. 

That early success 
encouraged the visitors 
and they kept Barry on 
the back foot while 
denying them hardly any 
possession. 

Two successive line¬ 
out losses followed by 
being driven back at the 
scrum gave Gilfach their 
second try as the ball was 
spread wide where the 
speedy backs linked to 
cross wide out, which 
was unconverted but 
gave them a 12 point lead 
after only 14 minutes. 

It was time for Barry 
to rethink their game 
plan otherwise it seemed 
like it was going to be a 
long afternoon. 

They did just that and 
rather than kicking their 
limited possession away, 


they began to take the 
Gilfach eight on up front, 
keeping the ball in hand. 

Within minutes it 
proved to be the right 
decision as the visitors 
conceded a penalty 
which Kyle Barross duly 
converted and Barry had 
their first points on the 
board. 

As the half moved on 
Barry kept up the 
pressure and with 
Gilfach now having to 
win possession rather 
than it being gifted, it 
became a different game. 

Gilfach still looked 
dangerous with the ball 
but Barry were defending 
well and forcing errors. 

From one such error 
Barry were to score an 
unlikely try from deep. A 
loose ball was dribbled 
by Tom Perry some 50 
metres upfield and when 
he finally regained the 
ball, wing Wayne Jones 
was in support to carry 
the move on.

THIS has been the best week 
for the Barry Chess Club in 
many a while.

In Division 1, the Barry Bosons 
played the reigning champions Cardiff 
Castles. 

Matthew Davies and Steve Cunliffe 
on the top boards both earned victory. 
Ken Hannah on an unusually high 
board took a draw as did Tom Cooke in 
his first outing in Division 1. 

With the Cardiff side defaulting on 
board 5, the Bosons took their first

The Cardiff side cannot now retain 
the title they have held for the past 
seven consecutive seasons.

These teams sit in second and third 
place in the table and another heavy 
defeat seemed in the offing. 

An excellent victory on board 1 by 
Jonathan Thomas in defeating a player 
rated some 350 points higher and a 
victory for Scott Turner on bottom 
board and a draw by Sam White 
ensured a first tie for the Pentyrch team 
this season. 

The Quarks remain rooted to the 
bottom of the table, some 7.5 points 
from safety with three matches still to 
play.

Meeting the last line

The whole game 
changed again between 
first half injury time and 
the opening minute of the 
second half during which 
Gilfach scored two tries. 

Firstly, the restart from 
the penalty was not 
controlled by Barry and 
the forced hasty 

clearance gave Gilfach 
the space they wanted as 
three quick passes saw 
the defence split to score 
what was an excellent try 
and gave Gilfach the lead 
as the half-time whistle 
went. 

The second try came 
direct from the second 
half kick off as Barry 
were penalised and 

another quickly-taken 
penalty saw them cross 
for the try. 

Neither of these tries 
were converted but 

Gilfach now held the 
lead at 22 points to 13. 

Fighting to get back in 
the game, Barry 

enthusiasm was not

This was soon the case 
as Barry lost the ball in 
attack, leaving the 
defence wide open for a 
converted try and now a 
16 point lead.
